No Human Being 


Saw the Savior 


Leave the Tomb 


It is strange to consider the fact 


that the most extraordinary event in 
the world's history was witnessed by 
no human being. 


Jesus rose from the dead, but no- 


body beheld His resurrection. 


The soldiers placed as guards at the 


sepulcher were first to discover that 
the body was gone. 
They saw the 


stone (which sealed the entrance) 
rolled away, and soon afterward, go- 
Ing In, they found the tomb empty. 


Mary Magdalen was first to arrive 


at the tomb the nest morning, which 
was Sunday. Finding it empty, save 
for the white linen cloths in which the 
body had been wrapped, she hastened 
in great distress^ to Peter and John, 
her supposition being that It had been 
stolen. 


Peter and John could hardly believe 


what she told them, but, going to the 
sepulcher thereupon, they verified her 
statement. 


John had been an eyewitness of the 


crucifixion. He knew that Jesus was 
dead, and to his miml that tremendous 
fact was final. To all the follow- 
ers of the Master His death was a 
shock 
peculiarly 
dreadful 
because 


they had taken it for granted that He 
could never die. After His execution, 
they had no notion that He would 
return to them, and, as will presently 
be shown, even the apostles were at 
first wholly incredulous of His resur- 
rection. 


John tells how he saw the soldiers 


break the bones of the two tl-ievps, 
as thev hung on their orosp'js, to 
hasten 
their 
death; and, further, 


that they did not do this to Christ 
bocau«p He was dead already—a fart 
which wa« made sure by a spear which 
one of the soldiers thrust Into Jesus' 
side. 


Tomb Guarded by Soldiers. 


Jesus had preached doctrines which 


the authorities in Jerusalem regarded 
sis dnn-'erou^lv socialistic. 'In add-- 
tion, His teachings had, given offense 
f<> the Je\\Ish priesthood, which stirred 
up popular feel'ng against Him. Ar- 
restt'd on trumped-up charges, He was 
condemned to death to .satisfy 
the 


mob and appense the rancor of His 
high-placed enemies. 


Pilate, though he weakly yielded to 


the demand for Jesus' condemnation, 
had himself no sjmpathy with the pro- 
ceedings 
It was therefore with en- 


tire willingness that he granted to 
Joseph of Arimnthea perm ssion to 
take do\\n the body and see to Its in- 
terment. 


Joseph of Arlmathea 'wns a rich 


man. 
Tie had, a short time previous- 


ly, ordered the construction of .1 burial 
vault, cut out of solid rock—presum- 
ably for tie use of hLs own family. 


Hither the body, wrapped in white 
linen, was taken and laid out to await 
embalming. 


Thereupon It was that certain Jews 


went to Pilate and said to him: "Sir, 
we remember that the Deceiver said, 
while He was yet alive: 'After three 
days I will rise again.' Command, 
therefore, that His sepulcher be made 
sure, lest His disciples come by night 
and steal Him away, and say unto the 
people, 'He is risen from Hie dead.'" 


Pilate granted the request,_and sent' 


a squad of soldiers to guard the tomb, 
against the opening of which they 
rolled a large bowlder, to close it. 
But In the night an earthquake came; 
the bowlder was" rolled away, and, 
when the soldiers entered the sepul- 
cher, a little later, the body had dis- 
appeared. 


An Ange! Appears.

came and said, 'Know that Jesus is 
risen!' The Jews said, 'How?' And 
he replied, 'First there was an earth- 
quake; then an angel of the Lord, 
bearing lightning, came down from

At first they refused to believe It at 
all. 


Christ Appears to Mary. 


Two women (Luke 24:11) told them 


that Jesus had appeared to them near 
the sepulcher, and that they had actu- 
ally taken hold of His feet; but the 
Apostles thought it a foolish and In- 
credible story. 
' 


Mary Magdalen (Mark 16:11) told 


them that she also had seen the 
Master, though He would not permit 
her to touch Him. They thought that 
she was either lying ot a victim of 
delusion. 


Two of the disciples of Jesus stated 


that they had seen the Savior; that 
He had talked with them, and had 
walked with them to Emmaus, a vil- 
lage eight miles from Jerusalem— 
whereupon He had suddenly vanished. 
Their story (Mark 1G:13) received no 
credence. 


All three of these appearances oc- 


curred on the very day of the resur- 
rection; and it was in the evening of 
the same day that Jesus presented 
Himself before eleven of the apostles 
who had assembled (doubtless for con- 
sultation) in the "upper room." where- 
in the Last Supper had been held. 
Even the 
evidence of their own 


senses did not convince them of His 
corporal reality until they touched 
His wounded side and saw Him par- 
take of food. 


Thomas Doubted. 


Thomas was not one of the com- 


pany gatheied on that occasion; and 
when they said to him, afterward, 
"We have seen the Lord." he refused 
to believe, saying, "Except I shall «ee 
in His hands the print of the nails, 
and thrust my hand into His side, I j 
will not bt-lie\e."

Plant Growth and Sunlight. 


Recent experiments show that the 


amount of light that a plant has af- 
fects its growth fully as much as 
climate. The iris, for example, which 
ordinarily blooms in May or June, 
would not bloom under hothouse con- 
ditions in winter until its period of 
daily light was artificially lengthened 
by six hours. The October chry*anthe- 
nium was made to bloom in midsuui- 
mer by shortening the daily light 
period; lettuce by the same means 
was held in the rosette stage for a 
long time; and the radish, with only 
seven hours of daylight, grew for 
more than a year before it linally 
shot up its flower stem and died-

October 1, 1810, a record has been 
kept, but up until 18o6 it included all 
"alien passengers arrived" and did 
not distinguish between immigrants 
and passengers, nor did It include im. 
migration overland from Cr.nada and 
Mexico. This record, which is inac- 
«*arfite as explained, shows a total of 
33,630,104 from the year endinz Sep- 
tember 30. 1820, to the year ending 
June 30, 1920. 
The larse&t immigra- 


tion in any one year was 1,285,349 for 
the fiscal year 1907.

Saved Eggs During Lent. 


To the early Christian church the 


rise of oggs was not prohibited during 
F.,ent, but after the Fourth century 
Mio.v were not allowed to be eaten. 


from / Ash Wednesday until Easter. 
The hens, howe\er, were no less in- 
dustrious iri Lenten days than at other 
times, so they kept on laying. 
The 


good liens, of course, could not know- 
about cold-storage warehouses or they 
might have laid up ricbes for them- 
selves But their thrifty owuers saved 
as manj of the eggs as they could and 
dyed them, for their children to amuse 
themseUes with at Easter. 


It was the custom in England in the 


early time for rulers to give presents 
of eggs to their courtiers at Easter, 
and in Russia as many of the people as 
could went to kiss the hand of the 
empress and to receive the gift of a 
decorated porcelain egg. In the same 
country on the morning of Easter the 
servants brought baskets of eggs to the 
churches to be blessed. These were 
afterward eaten, kept as amulets or 
given away. 
In Italy almost everj 


one bungs eggs to be blessed, and 
presents are made of other eggs to the 
priest who comes at that season to 
bpr'nkle the house^ with holy water 
and to gi\e hi-> blessing. 


In former tunes in France eggs were 


tribute to the king at Easter, and the 
largest and finest were '-eserverj for 
him. During the reigns of Louis XIV 
and XV after mass on Easter Sunday 
the courtiers received gifts of gilded 
eggs. 


Bells' Travels to Rome. 


There was an old tradition that the 


church bells \7e.nf to Rome to be! 
blessed at Enster, and that thej brought | 
back with them eggs d.ved like a car- 
dinal's cloak to prcne that thej had 
really been there 
Though how the 


bells managed it no one Deemed to 
know 


There was also the idea that angels 


came down at Easier bringing ba-kets 
of egir-j for the faithful, and occa- 
sionall'y great trouble was caused b> 
some one of the angelic baskets i-on- 
talnmg un ecg of doubtful character. 
Thi« natural 1> was most disturbing 
and what w;is done in -null cases Is 
clifhciilt to sunnise 


There were mam I'.ister irames arid 


customs, such as the English country 
custom of the women lifting the men' 
and the men the women on Easter 
Monday and Tuesday to receive a piece « 
of silver money and a kiss for pay. 


We must not forget Paris in our men- 


tion of Easter celebrations. All the 
week of Easter women used to go 
about the streets, and perhaps they 
still do, with barrows piled high with 
colored eggs, generally red and white, 
and the people of the city used to call 
it the week of the eggs. 


Years ago there was a curious game 


played ut Bresse, -when among the 
spectators on one Easter were Mar- 
guerite of Austria, then gouvernante of 
Flanders, and Philibert the Fair of 
Sa\oy. It was the custom to scatter 
on a level, sandy place 100 eggs. Then 
a lass and a lud would take each other 
by the hand and dance the national 
dance m and out among the eggs. If 
they succeeded in executing it properly 
without breaking a single egg they 
were considered betrothed, even if 
their parents should object. On this 
occasion, when royalty was present, 
three ociuples one after the other failed 
in their attempt, but Austria and Savoy 
succeeded, whereupon the story go°s 
that Plnlibert said, "Let us adopt the 
custom of Bresse." The princess let 
her hand remain In his, and so they 
,.ere married. 


But now this egg hunt leads us to 


the fact that Washington is not the 
first nor only place in he world where 
they roll eggs on Easter Monday. It 
is an old, old custom. Boys and girls 
used to do it In many nn English vil- 
lage and town. There was an old song 
which they sang as they played and it 
bore the refrain: 


"Garland, parland, haste egg day."
